I am hopeful of having a response from Assistant 
Attorney General Harmon soon as to their views of our draft, 
If there are no Significant provosed changes, I will formally 
request Attorney General Bell. to approve then. Obviously, I 
will be back in touch with you if there are significant 
changes required.
